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function data in lieu thereof. The latter
clause also may be used with its Alternates
II and/or III to obtain delivery of limited
rights data or restricted computer software,
marked with limited rights or restricted
rights notices, as appropriate. In addition,
use of Alternate V with this latter clause
provides the Government the right to inspect
such data at the Contractor’s facility.

(b) As an aid in determining the Govern-
ment’s need to include Alternate II or Alter-
nate III in the clause at 52.227-14, Rights in
Data—General, the offeror shall complete
paragraph (c) of this provision to either state
that none of the data qualify as limited
rights data or restricted computer software,
or identify, to the extent feasible, which of
the data qualifies as limited rights data or
restricted computer software. Any identi-
fication of limited rights data or restricted
computer software in the offeror’s response
is not determinative of the status of such
data should a contract be awarded to the of-
feror.

(c) The offeror has reviewed the require-
ments for the delivery of data or software
and states [offeror check appropriate block]—

formance or within a period of 3 years after
acceptance of all items to be delivered under
this contract, order any data first produced
or specifically used in the performance of
this contract.

RIGHTS IN DATA—SPECIAL WORKS (JUN 1987)

(a) Definitions.

Data, as used in this clause, means re-
corded information regardless of form or the
medium on which it may be recorded. The
term includes technical data and computer
software. The term does not include informa-
tion incidental to contract administration,
such as financial, administrative, cost or
pricing or management information.

Unlimited rights, as used in this clause,
means the right of the Government to use,
disclose, reproduce, prepare derivative
works, distribute copies to the public, and
perform publicly and display publicly, in any
manner and for any purpose whatsoever, and
to have or permit others to do so.

(b) Allocation of Rights. (1) The Government
shall have—

(i) Unlimited rights in all data delivered
under this contract, and in all data first pro-
duced in the performance of this contract,
except as provided in paragraph (c) of this
clause for copyright.

(ii) The right to limit exercise of claim to
copyright in data first produced in the per-
formance of this contract, and to obtain as-
signment of copyright in such data, in ac-
cordance with subparagraph (c)(1) of this
clause.
